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SEOUL, Jan. 8 (UP)—South 
Korea accused the United States 
today of losing the battle against 
Communism and charged the 
United States with preparing 
Japan for another Pearl Harbor. 

In one of its severest criti- 
cisms of its Western Allies, the 
Republic of Korea government 
warned that “if Korea is to be 
sold out by her friends” it wants 
to know about it now. 

The charges were made in a 
statement issued by the Office 
of Public Information, which 
said the accusations against the 
U.N. and the United States “pre- 
sent a highly authoritative point 
of view and a true expression of 
popular sentiments.” 

The official statement said, 
“both the people and the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Ko- 
rea are sorely disappointed by 
the attitude of their allies in the 
struggle against Communism 
and in the efforts to reach a 
fair and reasonable settlement 
of differences with Japan.” 


A centralized co-ordinated 
police force for all of St. Louis 
county was recommended to- 
day by the county’s grand jury 
in its final report to Circuit 
Judge John A. Witthaus.

report added. 

Until a centralized police force 
is in operation, “prudence, cau- 
tion and supervision should ever 
be the watchwords in the ap- 
pointment of deputy sheriffs,” 
the grand jury said, adding: 
“There is a need for improve- 
ment in the character and train- 
ing of the personnel in the 
sheriff's office.”

KANSAS CITY, Jan. 8— The 
Government “caught the wrong 
pig by the ear” when it prose- 
cuted gambler James J. Carroll 
of St. Louis for alleged violation 
of federal income tax regulations, 
United States District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan said yester- 
day in freeing Carroll of the 
charge. 

Despite the fact that Carroll, 
former operator of a $20,000,000- 
a-year gambling business, was 
convicted of the charge by a 
jury in Judge Duncan's court 
last October, the judge yester- 
day sustained a defense motion 
for a directed verdict of ac- 
quittal. ‘ 

He had had the motion under 
advisement since the Govern- 
ment completed presentation of 
its evidence Oct. 15 and before 
the case went to the jury. 

‘Inescapable’ Conclusion. 

In a 14-page opinion, Judge 
Duncan said the conclusion was 
“inescapable” that Carroll was a 
partner in the Maryland book- 
shop in East St. Louis, operated

Two men who robbed a 
Kroger store in Clayton of $9000 
in a holdup today were captured 
by Missouri highway patrolmen 
three hours later in a wooded 
area near Kingdom City, Mo. 

Trooper Russell J. Breid of 
Fulton saw an automobile bear- 
ing the license number of the 
machine reported to have been 
used by the robbers as it ap- 
proached Kingdom City from 
the east on U.S. Highway 40. 

The driver turned north on 
U.S. Highway 54, but after trav- 
eling 100 yards his machine hit 
a road sign and spun around. 
The occupants scrambled out 
and fled into woods to the east 
as Breid fired twice with a shot- 
gun. 

Breid broadcast an alarm and 
12 troopers and two patrol air- 
planes converged on the scene. 
One of the pilots observed the 
men and signaled officers on the 
ground. The troopers moved in 
and the fugitives surrendered a 
short time later. 

The men, both Negroes, iden- 
tified themselves as Charles C. 
McConnell and James P. Dear- 
born, both of Kansas City. Pa- 
trolmen quoted them as admit- 
ting the robbery. More than 
$7000 of the robbery loot was 
recovered.

However, the judge asserted, 
“if every person who is a part- 
ner in a business but who has 
no actual control over the rec- 
ords and conduct of the ordinary 
daily affairs of the business is 
to be held liable under this 
statute for failing to make re- 
ports of payments to all persons 
who may have earned a profit or 
who may become entitled to 
money within the definition of 
the statute—then there would 
literally be hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons subject to 
criminal prosecution who actu- 
ally had no knowledge or infor- 
mation or responsibility for the 
actual conduct of a business.” 

This fact was well known to 
the authorities at the time the 
investigation was conducted and 
indictment returned but no in- 
dictment was returned against 
other employes, Judge Duncan 
said. 

Operations Ran Into Millions. 

“The total transactions of the 
establishments were of very 
considerable magnitude,” Judge 
Duncan continued, “their opera- 
tions in receiving bets on horse 
races and other types of sport- 
ing events ran into the mil- 
lions.” 

In a further comment, Judge 
Duncan said Mooney and Grady 
were the men who made the 
payments and who would be lia- 
ble under the law for failing 
to make the report. 

United States Attorney Ed- 
waard L. Scheufler told the 
Post-Dispatch he would have to 
determine whether the court’s 
ruling can be appealed. Carrol’s 
lawyer, Morris A. Shenker of 
St. Louis, said he thought there 
could be no further appeal by 
the Government. 

The ruling was of special in- 
terest to four more St. Louis 
gamblers who pleaded not guilty 
on arraignment on a similar 
charge before United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert A. Ridge to- 
day. 

They are Charles J. (Kewpie) 
Rich, Sidney Wyman, Edward B. 
Fischer and Ralph M. Leon. Wy- 
man, now working in Las Vegas, 
Nev.. and Rich also pleaded not 
guilty to’a charge of making a 
false report.

Baumes said sprinkling will con- 
tinue until there is a substantidl 
amount of precipitation. 

Paul M. Bernard, county agri- 
cultural agent, said the drouth 
could have disastrous effects in 
the St. Louis area. Rainfall 
since Nov. 1 totaled 1.30 inches, 
as compared with the normal 
amount of 5.71 inches for the 
period. 

Cloudy skies tonight and to- 
morrow with occasional rain be- 
ginning late tonight or early to- 
morrow was predicted by the 
St. Louis Weather Bureau. 

Vegetation of all kinds is at a 
point of low vitality and 
strength, Bernard said. It is like- 
ly, he declared that a large num- 
ber of trees, grass and other 
plants in the area will be lost 
unless relief comes soon. 

“Winter wheat and pastures, 
which were not ruined during 
the summer drouth, are taking a 
beating,” he said. “They cannot 
go on without moisture.” Any 
rainfall past the sprinkle stage 
would be beneficial, but Ber- 
'nard said he believes it will take 
'more than two inches to reach 
deep rooted plants.

Missouri Botanical Gardens. 

“Lack of replacement of sub- 
surface moisture as a result of 
the deficiency in normal rain- 
fall or snow is endangering the 
life of evergreens in this area,” 
August P. Beilmann, manager of 
Gray Summit Arboretum, said. 
“The lack of water means that 
most plants are now subject to 
serious winter injury.” 

Approved methods of water- 
ing recommended by Beilmann 
in his booklet “Water for 
Beauty” include practices which 
slow up the run-off of water, 
construction of small basins 
around trees and shrubs and 
building of miniature terraces 
to trap and pond water until it 
soaks into soil. 

St. Louis area nurserymen 
warn that the ground it so dry 
and hard this winter that it will 
take a long time to soak into the 
sub-surface soil around deep 
roots. 

For two consecutive years 
there has been a moisture de- 
ficiency here. Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren said precipi- 
tation last year measured 22.98 
inches or 14.88 below normal. 
During 1952 a total of 26.70 
inches fell. The three-month 
period from last July through 
September with 2.11 inches of 
rain was the driest since Weath- 
er Bureau records began in 
1837, Wahlgren said.

the disposition of these prisoners

prisoners then become civilians. 
After Feb. 21, the repatriation

Armistice Timetable. 


Hull pointed out in his letter 
to Thimayya that the timetable 
in the armistice document was 
intended 
party .. . from frustrating the 
basic purpose of avoiding indefi- 
nite captivity.” 

The armistice terms set 90 
days for interviews to be fol- 
lowed by 30 for the political 
conference to discuss the pris- 
oners’ fate. If it reached no 
decision, the remaining prison- 
ers were to be freed as civilians. 

Meanwhile, in the wind-swept 
stockades, anti-Red prisoners re- 
fused to come out for a man- 
by-man head count by Indian 
troops. An Indian spokesman 
said only force could have 
brought them out. 

A head count Dec. 31 resulted 
in 135 Chinese returning to Red 
rule and caused a major dispute 
among the Indians, Communists, 
Allies and South Koreans. 

The Reds and the South Ko- 
reans opposed it and the South 
Korean opposition was so hot 
the Eighth Army commander, 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor, warned 
the ROK government not to in- 
terfere. 

The Indian command said re- 
ports of a planned head count 
in the pro-Red camp holding 21 
Americans, one Briton and 327 
South Koreans are “absolutely 
not so.”

The proposed $44,732,500 St. 
Louis county bond issue is es-

land for parks and refuse dis- 
posal. 

Support Sewer District. 


In another resolution the Real 
Estate Board directors went on 
record in support of the proposed 
Metropolitan Sewer District, a 
charter for which also will be! 
submitted to voters at the Feb. 
9 election. St. Louis voters also | 
will pass on this propesal. 

The real estate men said the 
sewer plan was necessary to

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
Members of the Senate Investi- 
gations subcommittee said today 
Chairman McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, is angling for a $300,000 
appropriation to finance its work 
this year. 

The senatorial informants, in- 
sisting on anonymity, said the 
figure proposed by McCarthy is 
subject to change before it is 
presented to the Senate. They 
Vi spoke in separate interviews. 
A $300,000 figure would be 50 
per* cent greater than the sub- 
committee’s 1953 budget, which 
was twice as large as its appro- 
priation in 1952. 


McCarthy said he gave the 
subcommittee a preview of the 
‘hg budget yesterday, but 

e declined to talk for publica- 
tion about the total except to 
say it would provide enough 
money to hire 10 more investi- 
gaters and lawyers. The budget 
request requires approval of his 
all-Republican subcommittee be- 
fore he presents it to the Sen- 
ate. The three Democrats on the 
committee resigned in protest 
last July. 

One subcommittee member, 
Senator Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, confirmed reports that he 

had called for “a job analysis” 
Vireport on all present employes 
before deciding whether to go 
along with any, request for a 
bigger fund. He declined to 
discuss the dollar total for publi- 
cation.

McCarthy said he expects any 
request for funds the subcom- 
mittee makes will meet opposi- 
tion when it finally reaches the 
Senate floor. “I will ask. for 
a record roll-call vote on any 
motion to cut it down,” he said. 
He added that he will base the 
demand on a contention that 
the vote would show “who is in 
favor of digging out Commu- 
nists.” 

Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, introduced a resolution in 
the Senate yesterday asking for 
a bigger appropriation for his 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee, which has shared 
headlines with McCarthy’s group 
in investigating Communism. 

Jenner’s resolution asked for 
$170,000 of new funds for his 
subcommittee’s work this year, 
plus the right to spend an unex- 
pended balance now totaling 
nearly $60,000. 
provided $150,000 of new money, 
and the right to spend a carry- 
over balance of $69,000. 

Present spending authority 
for both subcommittees expires 
Jan. 31. 

McCarthy announced his sub- 
committee would meet again 
soon to discuss its budget prob- 


ms. 

Mentions Curb on Powers. 

He said the members also may 
get around then to considering 
moves discussed by other Sena- 
tors to curb the subcommittee’s 
investigating powers, and the 
question of possible efforts to 
woo back Democrats who re- 
signed from the group last July. 

McCarthy said he is willing 
to “lean over backward” to work 
out some agreement to get 
them back, but “on one point I 
will be completely adamant — 
I will not give an inch.” 

He said this point is his claim 
to sole rights to hire and fire 
staff members. This was the 
issue on which Senators McClel- 
lan of Arkansas, Symington of 
Missouri and Heliry M. Jackson 
of Washington resigned, accus- 
ing McCarthy of trying to run 
“a one-man committee.”

‘Sleeper’ in Tax Revision 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If you have not noticed it already, 
may I call your attention to the fact 
that there is a sleeper ip that “tax 
revision” program which was leaked 
to the Sunday morning papers? 

Concealed between a proposed pit- 
tance for some working mothers and 
a juicy depreciation plan for busi- 
ness men is a major revision of the 
entire tax structure: The proposal to 
exempt some unearned income from 
federal income taxes. 

The immediate proposal is a seem- 
ingly modest one, the object of 
course being to get the camel's nose 
under the tent. The “first step” is 
to grant a 5 per cent deduction of 
dividend income, the percentage to 
increase later—under the guise of 
granting relief from “double taxa- 
tion.” 

But once the precedent is accepted 
that there is something wrong with 
taxing both the income of a corpora- 
tion and the income of the stockhold- 
ers, why limit it to anything less than 
100 per cent? If it is wrong, it should 
not be taxed at all. 

Once that point is reached—even 
without extending the principle to 
recipients of interest income — the 
obvious effect will be to allow any- 
one living solely on unearned income 
to invest his money in common stocks 
and thereby avoid any federal income 
taxes, 

Then only the wage earners, the 
galaried, the farmers, the small busi- 
ness men, the self-employed—or, to 
put it more bluntly, only those who 
are producing the goods and per- 
forming the services of society—will 
have to pay federal income taxes. 

Those who produce nothing but 
society news and scandals—and who 
don’t pay even a proportionate share 
of excise and sales taxes—will be re- 
lieved of this burdensome “double 
taxation.” 

Perhaps the rest of us should 
organize some “Scissors for the 
Coupon Clippers” Clubs so that they 
will also be relieved of buying their 
own scissors.

In the short time since the new 
zone toll system was put into effect 
by Southwestern Bell, we have had 
ample opportunity to observe the ad- 
verse effect it has had on all people 
and all business dependent upon com- 
munity-wide telephone communica- 
tion. 

The metropolitan St. Louis area is 
a single civic and business unit but 
under the present system that unit is 
divided into 16 distinct zones which 
divide the community and localize 
telephone communication. Communi- 
ty-wide service must be made avail- 
able to those who need it without an 
outrageous toll charge. 

A large portion of my business 
comes by telephone from zones 
throughout the metropolitan area in 
response to Post-Dispatch adyertis- 
ing. The past weeks have proved that 
many people will not pay the toll to 
call; that is very bad for my business 
and for yours. 

It is of vital concern to everyone 
in this area that community-wide, 
toll-free service be established for 
those who desire it; limited, zone 
service should be available also for 
those who prefer the lower rate. 

It is up to the telephone company 
and the Public Service Commission 
in Jefferson City to set the rates, but 
it is up to the residents of this area 
to request and insist that they do it. 
They will do it only if we follow 
through with letters to the Public 
Service Commission.

After a Year in the Presidency 


The President's second annual State of the 
Union message to Congress contained many ad- 
mirable passages which revealed Mr. Eisenhower 
at his best thus far in office. 

If there are still those in the reactionary wing 
of his party who think that the United States 
should withdraw from the world, the President 
made it crystal clear that he can not be won to 
their view. Before he had talked five minutes, 
he had rebuked all who continue to seek by 
first one means and then another to discredit the 
U.N. With the Brickers and Jenners and Welkers 
in the assemblage before him, Mr. Eisenhower 
said: 

In the world as a whole, the United Na- 
tions, admittedly still in a state of evolution, 
means much to the United States. It has 
given uniquely valuable services in many 
places where violence threatened. It is the 
only real world forum where we have the op- 
portunity for international presentation and 
rebuttal. It is a place where the nations of 
the world can, if they have the will, take 
collective action for peace and justice. It is 
a place where the guilt can be squarely as- 
signed to those who fail to take all necessary 
steps to keep the peace. The United Nations 
deserve our continued support. 

The President’s concept of the role of the 
United States in the world is much larger than 
mere participation in the U.N. It includes main- 
tenance of “our vital interest in Korea,” where 
one of our responsibilities is to be “prepared to 
meet any renewal of armed aggression.”

Also it includes continuation of bases in Oki- 
nawa, continued material assistance to the 
French in Indochina, strong support for NATO 
in Europe and the building of a secure united 
European community, backed by a combined 
European defense. It includes continued military 
assistance to friendly nations and technical as- 
sistance to Southeast Asians and other peoples 
now being sought after by the Communists. 


Mr. Eisenhower sees this problem in enough 
of its entirety to know that in the final analysis 
the solidarity of the free world can be no surer 
than its interchange of goods. Accordingly he 
calls for “a healthier and freer system of trade 
and payments”—a system in which “our allies 
can earn their own way and our own economy 
can continue to flourish.” 

For Mr. Eisenhower realizes, as so many of 
the Old Guardsmen of his party refuse to see, 
that world trade is a two-way business. If we are 
to sell abroad for long our customers must be 
able to sell to us. 

. * . 

In the field of defense, the President spoke 
with reassuring conviction and firmness. Though 
the American people “shall not be aggressors,” 
they have and will maintain “a massive capa- 
bility to strike back” in the event of attack. To 
this end the former Supreme Commander in 
effect warned any potential enemy that we will 
not rely alone on manpower and standard weap- 
ons. Our purpose is to use atomic power for 
peace; yet, said the President, “we take into full 
account our great and growing number of nuclear 
weapons and the most effective way of using 
them against an aggressor if they are needed to 
preserve our freedom.” 

This is not an all-out commitment to use atomic 
weapons in the event of renewed fighting in 
Korea or a serious outbreak elsewhere, but it 
amounts to a warning that may be ignored only 
at peril. 

With the President’s statement of purpose in 
the defense section of his address there can be 
little if any difference at all. The maintenance 
of “a position of strength’’ becomes the basis 
from which we negotiate to assure peace. It is 
on the means that some differences already 
exist. When the defense budget goes to Congress 
it will be time enough to review the details criti- 
cally, as able members of the Armed Services 
committees can be counted on to do in the in- 
terests of fullest clarification for the information 
of the public. 

. * - 

Mr. Eisenhower properly related the St. Law- 
rence seaway to defense, but he might have made 
as strong a case for American participation with 
Canada in this long-delayed power and navigation 
project as an economic asset. Similarly he called 
for statehood for Hawaii, as a demonstration to 
the world of this country’s belief in making its 
citizens party to the decisions of govérnment. 

But in ignoring Alaska the President fell be- 


hind the 1952 Republican platform plank that at 
least looked to Alaskan statehood although it did 
not team the two major territories. 

Moreover when he urged that Hawaiian state- 
hood be granted so Hawaii may elect state of- 
ficials and “representatives in Washington this 
fall,” the President seemed to concern himself 
with control of the next Congress, as determined 
by the 1954 election. 

‘The President renewed his proposal of six 
months ago that the statutory debt limit be in- 
creased. The urgency of this request will be de- 
termined in the interchange of executive and 
congressional opinions. When the proposal was 
made in the closing hours of the last session, a 
strong argument was that the debt might go 
above the legal limit while Congress was in 
recess. 

+ . . 

Now that Congress has begun a second session 
that will run for six or seven months, this prob- 
lem of the debt limit can be watched and studied 
and acted on when and if necessary. It is not 
now the first piece of business. 

Mr. Eisenhower's message took up many other 
topics—taxes, excises, agriculture, conservation, 
labor, social security, public housing and public 
health. While he had something of interest to 
say about all these he also announced a series of 
special messages to Congress in which his views 
and proposals would be presented in detail. 

Since the first of these will come Monday 
when his farm program will be spelled out, it is 
enough to say now that the President clearly no 
longer favors “100 per cent of parity” and rigid 
farm price supports as many farmers thought he 
did in his 1952 campaign. Judging by his pre- 
view, he has adopted the position of Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson for flexible supports and 
a farm economy based much more on the ups 
and downs of the law of supply and demand. 

. . - 

There was a moving quality about the way 
the President showed his earnest concern in the 
opportunities and privileges of citizens, regard- 
less of station in life. This was evident when, for 
example, in speaking on housing, he added to his 
previously released text, the words that no 
American “should need to be ashamed of his 
home.” Similarly he demonstrated a deep inter- 
est in fair treatment of youth, by urging increase 
in educational facilities, and in the enactment 
by the states of uniform voting laws to make it 
possible for those in the armed services overseas 
to vote. 

In connection with the young people of the 
country, Mr. Eisenhower proposed a constitu- 
tional amendment—promptly submitted in both 
chambers of Congress—to set the voting age at 
18 in all the states. It takes nothing from the 
merit of this proposal to say that it is not orig- 
inal with the President; Senator Morse, the Ore- 
gon Independent, for one, called for such a 
change last July. The President does well to 
back a sound proposal whatever its sponsorship.

Nor is it any discredit to the President that at 
many points he appears to be much nearer the 
Roosevelt-Truman New and Fair Deals than he 
is to the Old Guard Republicanism of the Hard- 
ing-Coolidge-Hoover era. After all he has had 
the benefits of Government medicine, Govern- 
ment stores, Government housing and Govern- 
ment transportation the whole of his life as a 
professional soldier. Obviously he has not found 
these evil in his own experience as he now ex- 
pressly asks for an increase in these benefits 
for the armed services as a means of raising the 
depressed morale of military personnel. 

There is too much in this State of the Union 
message for detailed discussion at one time. 
Comment on some portions of it must be re- 
served for those occasions when the specific 
proposals are sent to Congress. Other parts await 
White House clarification as, for example, the 
surprising and puzzling proposal to “take away” 
the “citizenship” of Americans hereafter con- 
victed as Communist conspirators. On the whole 
it was Mr. Eisenhower's best message, particular- 
ly strong on world affairs, and designed to whet 
interest in domestic programs still to be de- 
scribed, 

Congress will find that the President has out- 
lined a large order for the midterm election 
year. The Administrations leaders on Capitol

did in 1953. 


. That Other Election 

The campaign to acquaint St. Louis county 
residents with details of the proposed $44,732.- 
500 bond issue has moved into high gear, and 
that is all to the good. The more the people 
know about each of the six separate propositions 
they will be asked to approve Feb. 9, the more 
likely they will be to vote YES on each of them. 

But the balloting on Feb, 9 will not be lim- 
ited to the bond issue proposals, nor will it be 
confined to St. Louis county. On that same day, 
voters in the city and the county, in separate 
elections, will decide whether they should create 
a Metropolitan Sewer District and permit it to 
function along lines planned by the board of 
freeholders. 7 

Establishment of the sewer district is as im- 
portant to the entire metropolitan area as pas- 
sage of the bond proposal is to the county. Not 
only would it open the way for solution of the 
area’s tangled sewer problems; it would be the 
first step toward the sensible co-operation be- 
tween city and county that is bound to come 
sooner or later. Residents of city and county 
who want the best sewer system at the least 
cost will vote YES for the metropolitan district 
Feb. 9. 
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Spurring Dollar Investments 

Since sound American investment overseas is 
one way of helping to balance the books of for- 
eign trade, a proposed tax change designed to 
encourage such investment deserves a sympa- 
thetic hearing in Congress. : 

Treasury and .congressional experts are re- 
ported to have agreed on the plan, under which 
branches of American firms overseas could plow 
their earnings back into the country that pro- 
duced them without paying American taxes on 
those earnings. Taxes would be paid only on 
that part of earnings which came back to the 
United States. 

This is the same rule which is now applied 
to foreign subsidiaries of American firms, and 
it seems fair and sensible to extend it to 
branches which differ only in corporate organi- 
zation. 

Probably the total amount of new overseas in- 
vestment to result would be small; but every 
dollar which is spent abroad is a dollar which 
somebody overseas can use to buy American 
goods or services. As economic readjustments 
threaten a diminution in the volume of foreign 
trade, it is important to keep open as many 
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other sources of dollar-earning as possible. For- 
eign investment is one of those sources, and tax 
policies which encourage it are appropriate 
when they do not react unfairly on American 
taxpayers. 
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How to Replace a Beep 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad is compound- 
ing a mistake by proposing to substitute a sound 
like chimes for the beeping fog-horn blast on 
its diesel locomotives. 

There have been complaints against the diesel 
beep for a long time, As for us, we can take 
the beep or leave it alone. But we know why 
people complain against it, and we know why 
substituting chimes with a carrying range equal 
to the beep will never do. 

People complain against the beep because 
when they think of trains they think of the 
steam locomotive of their childhood, and when 
they think of that they think of the steam 
whistle, with all its sadness, its enchantment, 
its adventurous overtones, and its musical power 
to sway the emotions, especially when heard 
across frosty fields at night. 

If the B. & O. wants to truckle to popular 
taste, it had better follow the example of the 
New York Central, which is replacing its diesel 
beeps with a mechanized version of the old 
steam whistle. But chimes! That's simply asking 
for more trouble. 


Same Old Roadblock 


What has happened to the fluoridation bills? 
They were introduced by Aldermen Walter W. 
Ziegenbalg as administration measures last Oct. 
2, but they have been gathering dust in his com- 
mittee on public utilities ever since. 

In the last aldermanic session the Fourth 
Ward Democrat successfully blocked every ef- 
fort to pry a fluoridation bill out of his grasp. 
He was the fearless defender of the industrial 
users of water, a few of whom evidently feared 
that this safe, effective and cheap method of at- 
tacking dental decay in the city’s children might 
inconvenience their operations. How touching!

When, in a.country that takes pride 
in its rapid growth, the output of in- 
dustry goes down by 6 per cent in eight 
months, nobody laughs any more. 

Instead, bankers, business magazines 
and politicians can be seen eating their 
past words of optimism. Something 
closely resembling the much-talked- 


about recession has begun, and the talk 
has turned to what we should do.

sary.” 
Since it’s quite James Mitchell

much of a good thing, the bankers dis- 
cussed what cguld ge done if the reces- 
sion got too good. They talked about the 
Federal Government pumping money 
into the economy through larger deficits. 
They looked for lower interest rates 
and “easier” mortgage money. 

Just like that old villain, Lord Keynes 
and his New Dealing American disciples, 
they seemed to believe that when busi- 
ness gets bad, the Government ought 
to get some more money into the hands 
of the spending public. 

There is no contradiction here. It’s 
just that there are two kinds of deficits, 
at least according to U.S. News & World 
Report. The one that is “good” hap- 
pens to be Republican, and the one that 
is “bad” is Democratic. 

A bad deficit comes about through 
spending more than you take in. A 
good deficit, on the contrary, is the 
result of not taking in as much as you 
spend. “Deficit spending, once a threat 
to cause fear and trembling, now can 
be accepted calmly as a condition nec- 
essary to the country’s welfare.” 


The new line of demarcation between 
good and evil was illustrated in a more 
technical form in the mid-November 
newsletter of a prominent New York 
investment counsel. “It may be wise 
... at this point ... to re-emphasize 
what appears to be the fundamental 
difference between cheap money and 
easy money.” 

“Easier money,” which is good, 
“means action to provide the economy 
with the credit it needs necessary for 
normal growth of the economy .. .” 


Cheap money, which is bad, seems to. 


be about the same thing, except that 
it is brought about by the pegging of 
Government bonds—something the 
Democrats used to do. 

Try this yourself. Once you learn 
how to play it, the game can be lots 
of fun, and it's good training for active 
citizen participation in our national 
elections, Here are a few examples to 
help you get started: 

Public works like WPA are “bad”: 
All they do is spend money and put 
people to work. Under the Eisenhower 
anti-recession program worked out by 
the President's Council of Economic 
Advisers, “good” public works will put 
money into the hands of the people and 
maintain a high level of employment. 

But the difference is that at the 
same time money is spent on public 
works the Government receives less 
money in taxes. See? 

The welfare state. with its dole for 
jobless workers and its rigid high mini- 
mum wage, is clearly “bad.” But Sec- 
retary of Labor James P. Mitchell is 
out in the country selling the idea—as 
a “better shield against economic re- 
verses’—that unemployment compen- 
sation should be broadened and the 
amount and coverage of the present 
minimum wage should be _ increased. 
But where is the money coming from? 


The game can be played with nearly 
any subject. High and rigid farm-price 
supports are an affront to our free- 
enterprise system, but a two-price sys- 
tem for wheat, which would require 
even more control, is fine. So far only 
wheat is mentioned, probably because 
of the farmers’ grumbling. 

But if we are going to have a two- 
party system in the South, can cotton 
and tobacco be far behind? “Give- 
away” foreign aid is bad, but dumping 
our farm surpluses abroad and giving 
friendly countries the money to buy 
them with is the salvation of the 
American farmer. 

Housing should be left to the real- 
estate men, and the Government should 
stay out of business and banking. But 
Mitchell told the United Auto Workers 
that the Administration is “considering 
the most effective ways for it to parti- 
cipate in loan guarantee programs 
should private capital sources begin to 
shrink.”’ Obviously Mr. Mitchell is for 
public support of private housing proj- 
ects. 

The national debt is an intolerable 
burden and should be reduced. But 
there can be a “good” increase in the 
debt, too, if the Administration is Re- 
publican and strapped for cash. 

Secretary Humphrey says it’s the debt 
ceiling that is “burdensome,” and he 
wants it lifted to avoid a “‘near panic.” 

Policies, like women, can evidently 
be both bad and attractive. “Good” 
and “bad” obviously are questions of 
the heart. 


Most Needed Kind of Health Insurance 


From. the Chicago Daily Tribune 


Dr. E. B. Wilson, medical director of 
a life insurance company, made some 
statements at an insurance meeting of 
Chicago that every politician should 
paste in his hat before he starts spout- 
ing on health insurance. 

The most desirable kind of insurance 
for the reimbursement of medical and 
hospital costs, Dr. Wilson said, is ca- 
tastrophe insurance. This pays the in- 
sured for the treatment of illnesses or 
injuries that he can’t afford to pay out 
of his own pocket because they are so 
long or so severe, He gets no insurance 
payments until he has paid a stated 
sum, perhaps $500, out of pocket. 

This is the least common form of 
health insurance. Most policies, under 
hospital plans, union contracts, or com- 
pany welfare programs, pay all or a 
substantial part of the cost of any ill-

ness, but only up to a certain limit. 

Too much health insurance today pro- 
tects us against broken windows and 
leaves us without protection when the 
house burns down. Costs of this insur- 
ance tend to mount. Health insurance 
has influenced people to go to the hos- 
pital for minor ailments for which they 
usually don’t require full hospital care. 

A certain amount of medical care is 
just as expectable an item in the budget 
as the shoes that Junior wears out. But 
no ordinary wage earner can keep a re- 
serve against an illness that puts him in 
the hospital for a year. 


Catastrophe insurance, which would | 


bear the part of the bills that he 
couldn’t pay through ordinary foresight, 
would not cost him a great deal more 
than he spends insuring himself against 
the bills he is able to pay.

‘A Curiously Moving Tale 


THE CATALANS, by Patrick O'Brian. (Harcourt, 

Brace and Co., 250 pgs., $3.50.) 

For his second novel, Patrick O'Brian. 
takes his characters from the proud and 
hardy French Catalans, fishermen and 
vine dressers living above the Spanish 
border on the Mediterranean. Their 
seafaring and grape-gathering offer a 
background which he uses to great ad- 
vantage. Yet the main figures have 
enough urbanity to save the story from 
what one novelist has dubbed “farms: 
house lyricism.” 

Alain Roig, research physician, re- 
turns to his native Saint-Feliu after 
many years in the Orient. Hearing: 
scandalous rumors about a relation be 
tween his middle’ 
aged cousin Xavier 
and young Made- 
leine, a grocer’s: 
daughter, he _ ap- 
pears to be the last 
means of protecting 
the family property 
by dissuading the 
wealthy Xavier 
from marrying the 
girl. Alain agrees 
to consider the 
problem and rec- 
ommends a course 
of action. The solu- 
tion is delayed un 
til the end of the 
book, giving the author free play to de- 
velop minor characters and describe an 
exciting vintage and the brilliant carni- 
val following it. : 

While “The Catalans” differs in tech- 
nique from his “Testimonies,” Mr. 
O’Brian repeats one device used success- 
fully in that earlier work, analyzing his 
characters’ consciousness from many. 
viewpoints, In the middle of the story, 
Alain hears the tragic Xavier, a widow- 
er, soliloquize his faults in an attempt to 
justify the planned marriage. This 
part is an unusual self-portrait of a 
man capable of realizing his lack of 
feeling, but powerless to fill that lack 
and not even regretting very much that 
it exists. 

This curiously moving tale has the 
grace and dignity of some of the better 
Victorian novels, though these elements 
are less sustained. It is modern without’ 
the prevailing coarseness and a noble: 
gift to new fiction. We can easily say of 
Mr. O'Brian what E. M. Forster has said 
of Henry James, that “the reader who 
cannot accept his premises misses some 
valuable and exquisite sensations.”’

his emphasis on the nine bad moves 
was “not really negative at all.” He 
presents this book in such a way that 
the reader should be able not only to 
detect and remedy his own faults but 
also to recognize the faults in his ad- 
versaries’ games and take advantage of 
them. The faults cited are mostly ele- 
mentary, such as making too many 
queen moves in the opening and weak- 
ening a castled position. Beginning 
players will profit greatly from this 
chess guide. .

BIG-STORE SALES 
IN DOLLARS RISE 
2 PCT. FOR WEEK 


St. Louis area department 
store sales increased 2 per cent 
last week in dollar volume as

In the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District as a whole, sales were 
up 5 per cent last week and 
were 2 per cent higher for the 
four-week period, compared with 
last year’s averages. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
in Washington announced that 
department store sales nation- 
ally were 1 per cent higher last 
week than in the corresponding 
week last year.

HEAVY SNOWFALL 
COVERS CENTRAL 
EUROPE AND ITALY 


LONDON, Jan. 8 (AP)—Cen- 
tral Europe and Italy were 
buried deeper today by continu- 
ing snowstorms. 

The wintry weather was worst 
in Italy, where transportation 
was paralyzed in northern re- 
gions.

Gamma globulin shots will be 
ven to many more children in 
the next 12 months than in 1953, 


Dr. Carl F. Vohs, chairman of 
the medical advisury committee 
of the St. Louis-St. Louis county 
chapter of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, said 
y. 

“This stepped-up polio pre- 
vention program this year will 
cost $19,000,000 in March of 
Dimes funds,” Dr. Vohs said. 
“Gamma _ globulin still must 
serve as a holding action against 
the’ crippling epidemic disease, 
pending the time when an effec- 
tive vaccine is ready.” 


He stated that the national 
foundation used $20,500,000 in 


March of Dimes money for re- 
search over a 16-year period, It 
found, he related, that gamma 
globulin, a derivative of human 
blood containing antibodies that 
make for natural resistance to 
certain virus infections, could 
give temporary protection 
against paralysis. 


Gamma globulin was tested on 
humans in 1951 and 1952, Dr. 
Vohg said. It was not perma- 
nent but temporary with the av- 
erage inoculation being effective 
for only about five weeks, he 
said. 

“In 1953 the foundation spent 


$5,500,000 to buy supplies and 
production of this blood deriva- 
tive available through processing 
houses,” Dr. Vohs reported. “Be- 
cause gamma globulin was in 
short supply, the Office of De- 
fense Mobiliation administered 
and rationed it to the public 
through state and county health 
departments. 


During 1954, through the pur- 
chase of much greater quanti- 
ties of gamma globulin many 
more children will be able to 
get temporary protection against 
the crippling effects of polio, he 
asserted. At the same time ef- 


forts are being accelerated in 
testing a trial vaccine aimed at 
preventing the disease entirely, 
he said.

ALL DINNERS AND BANQUETS require a 
chairman and toastmaster. They also generally 
sport a head table, raised a few inches above 
the dining room, at which are assembled the 
speaker or speakers and other notables and 
visiting firemen. Ability to function as a toast- 
master is a quality far rarer than most toast- 
masters drearm—and one which exceeds the 
ability to make an acceptable after-dinner speech. 
Wit, brevity, and an iron hand in a velvet glove 
are the qualities required—and by far the great- 
est of these is brevity. Never—never—never 
should a toastmaster be one who admires the 
sound of his own voice, for such a one invariably 
sends the guests home late and muttering 
threats of mayhem. If other entertainment be- 
sides the speaker has been provided—say a style 
show, barbership quartet, piccolo player or col- 
oratura soprano—the wise toastmaster serves this 
up with the meal and under no circumstances 
drags it out past a single encore.

THE NEXT TASK, after spark-plugging the 
entertainment at a brisk pace, is generally the 
introduction, of head-table guests. Here a sin- 
gle, invariable rule shall govern, even though 
the guests be senators and ambassadors.

Multiple Sclerosis 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HOUGH neither the cause nor cure of multiple sclerosis 
E is known yet, there are 31 research projects at American 

medical centers, according to the latest report to the 
Fifteenth Semi-Annual Medical Advisory Board meeting 
of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society in New York 
City. Clinical and basic science research workers are hoping 

to unravel the mysteries of this nervous system disease. 
The purpose of this meeting was the sharing of any useful 
information uncovered so far. 

Multiple sclerosis is a chronic crippling disease of the 
brain and spinal cord, affecting the senses of smell, sight, 
and touch and the muscles. It does not cause mental dis- 
turbance. The Society estimates that about 250,000 people 
in the United States are afflicted with it. People aged 20 
to 40 years are its chief victims, though younger and older 
persons also may have it.

ONE PROJECT REPORTED by Drs. B. W. Volk, A. 
Saifer and A. M. Rabiner of the Jewish Sanitarium and 
Hospital for Chronic Diseases, Brooklyn, may lead to a 
reliable diagnostic test for multiple sclerosis. They found 
from studying blood and spinal fluid protein changes in 
42 patients that certain protein changes seem to accompany 
multiple sclerosis. ‘They suggested some disturbance in 
protein metabolism is a part of the disease. 

No test is specific for multiple sclerosis. Diagnosis still 
depends upon following a patient’s symptoms and signs 
over a period of months. There is not yet any quick sure 
test that confirms the diagnosis. 

* | 

ANOTHER CHALLENGING research project is that of 
Dr. Orville T. Bailey, Indiana University School of Medi- 
cine, Indianapolis. He found that certain special cells, called 
oligodendrocytes, that cover the long nerve cables are 
directly concerned with the formation and maintenance of 
myelin, the nerve sheath or nerve “insulation.” This could 
lead to the discovery of what causes the myelin sheath to 
deteriorate, as it does in multiple sclerosis, “short-cir- 
cuiting” the nerves so they won't work. 

An interesting research study of the complicated 
metabolism of nerve cells in the brain was discussed by 
Drs. John E. Adams and Gilbert S. Gordon of the Uni- 
versity of California, San Francisco. They found that a 
chemical foodstuff that normally breaks down to ammonia 
in nerve cells and the ammonia removed wasn’t so changed 
in eight or nine people having multiple sclerosis. 

Drs. Adams and Gordon further discovered that an- 
other chemical normally present in the body, succinate, 
when given by vein made possible the normal removal of 
ammonia from nerve tissue and thus lessened the poisoning 
of the nerve cells. 

These experiments are not immediately applicable to 
treatment. They simply throw a little more light on some 
of the changes that may be a part of the disease. 

Other experiments were discussed among the 50 medical 
experts attending this one-day conference. The research 
projects are sponsored by the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society, an organization of 25,000 people in 35 chapters 
throughout the country with national headquarters at 270 
Park avenue, New York. City. 

Eventually such research may discover the cause or 
causes of this disease and perhaps even a cure for it. No 
one can predict just when this will come about.

OME people are gluttons 
Grout dieting. They don't 

have the patience, or the con- 
fidence in their self control, to 
lose their extra poundage ounce 
by ounce, three, four or five 
pounds a month. 

They feel they must slice it 
off with the meat-ax of a starva- 
tion diet. So they may go to 
a dict “expert” who tells them 
to eat nothing but sawdust and 
goat's milk seasoned with sand. 
He says they can lese 20 pounds 
a month that way, which means 
they must diet for only a month 
or two, and then they'll be 
down to a slim, attractive fig- 


ure. 

What he doesn’t tell them is 
that they might be dead after 
that month or two, from a heart 
attack brought on by too rapid 
a loss of weight. He doesn’t say 
that they're sure to feel the 
pains and general loginess of 
malnutrition. 

And he would never even hint 
at another terrible tru 
once they have left his sawdust- 
and-goat’s-milk diet they will 
put the lost weight back on as 
quickly as they took it off. 

Stay away from any diet that 
looks murderous to you—it may 
be just that. After all, you 
didn’t commit any crime by be- 
coming overweight. Why punish 
yourself for it? 

No, the reason you gained 
weight is that you failed to heed 
the voice of your stomach. Man 
is an animal, too. Like other 
animals he is so comstructed 
that his system knows when he 
has eaten enough. But man has 
an imagination, and sometimes 
that imagination intercepts the 
message from the stomach and 
interprets it as saying: “More 
food!”’ 

The Slim Gourmet knows bet- 
ter. He turns his imagination to 
his choice of foods, and lets his 
stomach tell him when it has 
enough. He learns to listen pre- 


cisely to the voice of appetite, 
because he knows that voice will 
never lie to a healthy animal.

then keeping tabs on what you 
actually put in your stomach. 
Once you know how much you 
ought to eat, and how much you 
are eating, you can plan your 
own diet. Each 3500 calories you 
eat over and above your require- 
ments will add a pound of 
weight: each 3500 calories you 
cut below your requirements will 
lose a pound. You ought to plan 
on losing about a pound a week 
—less would be better than 
more. That way you can take 
off 50 pounds of excess weight 
in a year, even though it took 
you five or 10 years to put the 
poundage on in the first place.

CO-OPERATE, MRS. P. There are thousands of such 
groups, no doubt, on this continent, and it’s not much 
trouble to start one.

“There are five of us young mothers living within a 
few blocks of each other, and each with one child, about 
three years of age. We met in various ways and agreed that 
we were tied down more than we needed to be, and that 
the children would profit by having playmates. There was 
some talk of a nursery school, but when we found what 
this would cost us, we decided we'd better work for 
ourselves. 

“Each of us takes a day, and the other kids arrive 
about 9:30 and stay until 11:30. Each of us has made some 
preparation to keep them occupied, and we always slow 
down for orange juice and graham crackers in the middle 
of the morning. The kids get more kick out of playing 
with each other than they do out of staying alone and 
teasing mama. They are learning to get along with others 
in their age group.

“WE HAVEN’T HAD a bit of trouble, and I tell you, it’s 
mighty pleasant for each mother to have a few hours to 
her self for four mornings each week. She can do her 
shopping, take care of her laundry, or anything she likes. 

“I don’t know why mothers don’t co-operate more in 
ways like this. I suppose it’s because they don’t trust each 
other; and of course I know women to whom I wouldn't 
want to entrust the care of any child of mine. But you 
don’t have to take anyone into such a group that you don’t 
want. The idea isn’t of much help to the woman on the 
farm, but in any city or town I think every family should 
try to work out some co-operative schemes of this sort.”

NE afternoon a few weeks 
() x0. Rod Steiger. a young 

television actor, finished a 
game of handball at the Sixty- 
third street branch of the Y.M. 
C.A. and phoned his wife to 
find out if she wanted him to 
stop at the grocery store on his 
way home. His wife, Sally, said 
all she wanted was for him to 
hurry straight back to their 
apartment. She had some news 
for him. 


Rod asked to be told the news 
over the phone. But Sally 
wouldn’t give. Rod _ insisted; 
Sally was adamant. A mild argu- 
ment ensued but Sally won. 

“What,” demanded Rod as he 
walked in the door, “is so all 
fired important that you have 


to make a big production out 
of it?” 


“You,” said Sally quietly, 
“have just been named the out- 
standing television actor of 
1953.” 


Rod Steiger sat down and 
was quiet for a long time. He, 
a newcomer and comparative 
unknown on television, had won 
the coveted Sylvania award for 
his tender, heart-twisting por- 
traya] of a lonely young man in 
“Marty” on Television Play- 
house. 


“I was confused and proud,” 
Steiger told this reporter. “I 
wanted to cry.” 


In television, which abounds 
in actors who are exhibition- 
ists, Rod Steiger is an anomaly. 
He is sensitive and given to in- 
trospection. He is kind and ex- 
tremely polite. He takes himself 
seriously, not out of conceit, 
but out of an almost desperate 
compulsion to make himself 
into the best possible actor 
within his own capabilities. He 
does not go around calling ac- 
tresses and sundry women ac- 
quaintances “doll” and “darl- 
ing” in the accepted theatrical 
manner. He can act his head off 
before the camera but in pri- 
vate life he’s as flamboyant as 
a blue serge suit. He is, if not 
shy, more than a little reserved. 


Born Rodney Steven Steiger 
in 1925 in Westhampton, Long 
Island, the son of vaudeville per- 
formers, Rod never knew priva- 
tion as a child. Neither did he 
know luxury. His mother and 
father were divorced when he 
was quite young and Rod did 
a good bit of shifting for him- 
self. He was a barker in a con- 
cession on the boardwalk at At- 
lantic City and occasionally, with 
his head sticking through a hole 
in a canvas backdrop, allowed 
himself to be used as a target 
for pitched balls. For each ball 
that made contact with Rod's 
oo the pitcher got a kewpie 

oll. 


Rod also set pins in a bowling 
alley and worked an ice route. 
At 16 at the end of his first 
year in high school, he fibbed 
about his age and joined the 
Navy.

T 21 he came out of the Navy 
A: third class torpedoman 

with nine battle stars earned 
in the Pacific, the North Atlan- 
tic, the Atlantic and the Medi- 
terranean ind without an idea in 
the world about what he wanted 
to do with his life from then on. 
He wound up in Newark, N.J., 
oiling machines in the Office of 
Dependents and Benefits, a big 
place where the Gdvernment 
figures out on great complicated 
machines how much money it 
owes servicenfen and their de- 
pendents. 


“One day I saw a sign,” Rod 
recalls. “The sign said: ‘Do you 
want to be an actor? Join the 
Civil Service Theater Group.’ I 
didn’t particularly want to be an 
actor.

Rod landed a role right off 
the bat with the Civil Service 
group. He played Menelaus in 
“Helen of Troy” and topped that 
one with the role of Jack in 
“Curse You, Jack Dalton.”

HARD-TO-SPOT slip by 
West in the following hand 
gave the expert declarer a 
chance that he was quick to 
grasp. 
East, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 40 on score.

West had a hard time deciding 
whether to lead a spade or a 
club, but finally chose the club 
deuce. East cashed his king and 
ace, then led the diamond ten. 
Declarer ducked, West played 
the encouraging nine, and dum- 
my also ducked. East continued 
diamonds, and now dummy’s ace 
was played. 


At this early stage South’s 
prospects were far from bright. 
He had lost two clubs and a 
diamond, and he was in great 
danger of losing another dia- 
mond and a spade. 


Hoping for the best, South 
cashed the ace and jack of 
hearts, then led and passed the 
spade ten. East, winning with 
the queen, saw that he could not 
afford to return a club; he made 
the correct play of the spade 
king. This smothered South’s 
jack, but declarer had one chance 
and did not overlook it. Winning 
with dummy’s spade ace, he led 
the spade eight through East, 
hoping that East had the nine 
but not the seven. 


Obviously, this was the actual 
condition, and East was helpless. 
He knew that if he failed to 
cover the eight, declarer would 
let that card ride; but when East 
actually did cover with the spade 
nine, South ruffed. West's falling 
seven-spot was a pleasant sight 
to declarer, who could now go 
to dummy with a trump and dis- 
card his last diamond on the 
established six of spades. 


Now consider the difference if 
West had overtaken his-partner’s 
diamond ten with the queen!
